Their report on the ordinance will be made 
tothe City Council next Tuesday evening, 
that body having adjourned to that date 
from last Wednesday night, owing to the 
failure of the Committee on Public Improve- 
mentsto reporton the Lake Fund ordinance 
at that time. 
The opening of work onthe proposed lake 
in Forest Park depends on the action of the 
Oity Council next Tuesday night. Nothing 
can bedone until then. The Council com- 
mittee’s report on the ordinance 1s the only 
way, according to the opinion of Speaker 
Nagel, in which that measure can now come 
before the Council for a third reading and 
vote, = 
Over 5,000 unemployed men are waiting 
anxiously for the Council’saction on the 
Lake Fund ordinance. They have registered 
their names at the Post-DisPpatcu office as 
applicants for work on the lake tn Forest 
Park, and every day’s delay in the opening 
of that work means added privation and suf- 
fering to them. 
They are penniless and in need of tho nec- 
esSsaries of life. They want to work, because 
the wages they will earn by working will 
save them from having to beg. 
The people of St. Louls are responding 
splefididly to the call for subscriptions to the 
Lake Employment Fund, which will pay 
these men for their work. ‘This is a most 
gratifying fact, because it shows that the 
public is in thorough sympathy with the 
great mission undertaken by the Fund. 
Every dollar subscribed will de paid in 
wages to the otherwise unemployed work- 
men of St. Louls. 
The payment of these wages and the mak 
ing of a beautiful lake in St. Louis' beautiful 
Forest Park will begin as soon as the City 


Council grants the necessary authority by 
passing the Lake Fund ordinance.

PATCHED IT UP. 


A Young Wife Gives Up an Attempt to 
Get a Warrant for Her Husband. 


A young woman,very poorly dressed, 
called at the Prosecuting Attorney’s office 
this morning and wanted a warrant against 
her husband for abandonment. She had a 
38-year-old child with her, a girl. The shoes 
of both mother and child were broken and 
the countenances of both indicated neglect 
and suffering. 

The woman, who was, withal, quite 


good - looking. stated that her 
name was Mrs. William Charley and that she 
lived at 1833 Gay street. Her husband is a 
clerk for the American Refrigerator Co at 
Sixth and Olive streets. He left her two 
weeks ago, she said, without any means. For 
four days she has had no flre and nothing to 
eat . what was given her by the 
neighbors. he said that she used to wrap 
the child in what bed covering she 
had and slept without any covering her- 
self. She called at the office of the American 
Refrigerator Co. this morning, but would not 
be allowed to see her husband shesaid. She 
then called at the office of the company’s 
lawyer, John T. Cochran, but got no satis- 
faction, She then went to the Four Courts. As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep told her to 
Ko again to where her husband works and 
make a demand for support and if nothing 
was done for her, to call again and that he 
would issue a warrant. 

She left the office andashorttime after 
Attorney Cochran called on Mr. Estep and 
told him not to issue a warrant. The matter 
had been settled. Mr. Cochran said 
that Mrs. Charley was to biame for 
her husband’s leaving her. He could not 
stand ber, the attorney stated, and she or- 
dered him out, and that it was only a few 
days ago that he left her. Mr. Cochran said 
that he nad arranged that she should receive 
halt ot her husband’s salary; if she would 
callatthe company’s office every Saturday 
that she would receive the money. 
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Hawaii’s President Stands by Ev- 
ery Statement He Has Made. 


Reflections Upon Cleveland Neither 
Withdrawn Nor Modified. 


WILLIS’ REQUEST FOR AN EXPLANATION 
GIVEN BO ATTENTION. 


For a Time the Situation at Honolulu 
Seemed Critical—The Provisional Gov- 
ernment Demanded That Willis Clear- 
ly Define His Future Policy, and Fay 
Whether or Not Foros Was to Be Usea 
to Rastore the Queen. 


Wasnincton, D. C., Jam. 2.—President 
Cleveland, in a brief note of transmittal to- 
day, submitted to Congress the latest cor. 
respondence relating to Hawaii. It com- 
prises some brief notes from Minister Willis 
to Secretary Gresham which are unimport- 
ant, but the chief features of it are letters 
passing between Minister Willis and Pres!i- 
dent Dole of tke Hawaflan Provisional 
Government, in One of which the Min- 
ister complains of an i utterance of 
President Dole as fefiecting on the President 
of the United States and a letter from Presi- 
dent Dole in which he specifically inquires if 
Minister Willis’ instructions authorized the 
use of force, Both these matters appear to 
have been settled by the receipt of the last 
Message of the President to Congress and the 
last instructions of Secretary Gresham to 
Minister Willis. . 

The most important part of the correspond - 
ence consisted of along letter from Minister 
Willis to Secretary Gresham, containing in- 
closures of correspondence between Pres!i- 
Gent Dole and himself. The letter, No. 2012, 
to Secretary Gresham is as follows: 

CALLING DOLE DOWN. 

HONOLULU, Jan. 5, 1894.—On Wednesday, 
the 27th ult., at 12 a. m., the steamship 
Oceanic arrived with newspapers containing 
the President’s special message in fall, to- 
gether with the instructions to Mr. Blount 
and myself. The message was reproduced in 
the afternoon papers under conspicuous 
headlines, At4 p. m. of the same dav I re- 
ceived the four-page, closely written letter, 
which I tnclose,from Mr. Dole, Minister of For- 
eign affairs, asking to be informed ‘‘with the 
least delay whether you (1) held instructions 
to enforce your polley with the use of arms 
in any event. The information desired, 
although fully embodied in the President's 
message, might have been asked for and, 
except for the remarkable statements con- 
tained in the letter, would have been prompt - 
ly and satisfactorily given in a few words. 

Confident that the charges so surprisingly 
and unjustly made could not be sustained, 
an answer herewith inclosed was on the fol- 
lowing (Thursday) morning sentto Minister 
Dole asking that they de made more direct 
and specific, 

On Friday morning, 29th ult., Ireceived a 
letter from Mr. Dole, herewith inclosed, 
in which he says: Special message of the 
President of the United States has rendered 
any further correspondence on the subject of 


my letter of the 27th of Détember unnecessa.- | 


ry, as the message satisfactorily answers the 
question. But he added: It you still de- 
sire the specifications requested, I will be 
ready to furnish them. 

The Instructions of the President to me had 
been strictly followed, or if departed from at 
all, it had been in favor of the beneficiaries 
of our wrong-doing. I felt, therefore, that 
the statement contained in the letter of Mr. 
Dole of the 27th inst. were directed, not at 
me personally, but at the President, and 
should be qualified or absolutely withdrawn. 

Believing from the high character and 
sense of justice of Mr. Dole, that if he re- 
examined his letter, such would be the re- 
sult, I wrote him a note which I inclose. 
This note was delivered at his residence on 
the night of the same day (Friday, Dec. 29) 
upon which his second letter was 
received. Having no answer up to Sun- 
day night, Dec. 31, and having occasion to 
communicate with his colleague,Mr. Damon, 
upon another matter, I called his attention 
to the failure of Mr.Dole to reply to my note, 
which lexplained to him was written with 
no unfriendly purpose, but was, as by itself 
declared, for the best interests of all.“ 

He informed me that the Advisory Council 
met the next day at noon and he thaught the 
subject would then receive attention. 


REFUSED TO MAKE AMENDS, 
At3p.m.of that day, Jan. 1, I received 
the letter from Hon. S. B. Dole, herewith in- 
closed, in which he states: It was not my 
intention to withdraw any of my letters. 


This, of course, left et ed chargeand state- 
ment in full force as ofthat date. Belleving 
that these charges, whether so intended or 
not, reflected very unjustly upon the Presi- 
dent whose agent I was, at 6 p. m. of the 
same day (Monday, Jan. 1) I replied inthe 
inclosed letter asking that the desired 
specifications be furnished gt the earliest 
convenience.’’ Up to this hour (Friday, Jan. 
5) no — 4 has boen received tothis request 
nor havelany intimation when one may be 
expected. My request for specifications has 
been in the hands of Minister of Foreign 
Affairs since Monday, Jan. 1, at 6o'’clock. I 
mad hoped to receive itin time to answer b 
steamer Peking, leaving to; day at 20’cl 
and especially as Mr. Thurston and Mr. 
Hatch, late Vice-President of the Provisional 
Government, leave to-morrow on the Aus- 
tralia for the United States. This delay in 
answering isa great surprise and regret. 

Iam fully prepared to show that every step 
taken by the representatives of our Govera- 
ment has deen inthe direction of peace and 
good order. On Nov. 18, as is well Known 
Bere, the greatest excitement prevailed at 
the Executive Building, military forces were 
increased in numbers, and the volunteer 
companies were ordered on duty at ni 
The preparations were due, not to any 
of American intervention, but, as F 
Damon, Minister of Finance, called officially 
to explain, resulted from the apprehensions 
of many citizens, mostly women and chil- 
dren, that as the following day was the 
birthday anniversary of King Kalakaua large 
numbers of natives rom the adjoining dis- 
tricts would be here and an outbreak might 
occur.

The 
tional inference from your attitude, 
guage and refusulto disclose your purpose 
and from Mr. Gresham’s letter and the Pres- 
idént’s message was, and is, that you in- 
tende.Jjto usejforcejin maintaining your policy. 
The fact is well known that you, as admitted 
by yourself, in your communication of Dec. 
19, without the consent or knowledge of this 
Government have held negotiations 
with the deposed Queen for the purpose 
of overthrowing this Government. The ap- 
prehension of.both political parties as well 
asthatof persons who remain neutral in 
these matters,is that you hold instructions to 
use physical force for the restoration of the 
monarchy. Iam not prepared to state that 
this government entertains this opinion, a!- 
though its want of information to the con- 
trary has compelled it to act as if it 
were correct. In consequence of your 
attitude in this behalf, the 
enemies of the Government, believing in 
your intentions to restore the monarchy by 
force, have become emboldened. ‘Threats of 
assassination of the officers of this Govern- 
ment have been made. The police force is 
frequently informed of conspiracies to create 
disorder. Aged and sick persons of all na- 
tionalities have been and are in a state of 
distress and anxiety. Children tn the schools 
are agitated by the fear of political disturb- 
ance. The wives, sisters and daughters 
of residents, including many Amer. 
icans, have been in dally apprelen- 
Sion of civic disorder. Many of them 
cee ae oven armed themselves in prepara- 
tion therefor; citizens have made prepara- 
tion in their bomes for defense against as- 
saults which may arise directly or indirectly 
from such confilct; persons have begun to 
pack their valuables with a view of injmedl- 
ate departure; large quantities of bandages 
have been prepared; unprotected women 
have received the promise of asylum from 
the Japanese representative against possible 
disturbance arising in gonsequence or Amer- 
ican invasion. 

Rumors of the inténded landing of your 
forces for offensive purposes have agitated 
the community formany days. The situa- 
tion for weeks has been one of warfare, 
without the incident of actual combat. Eveu 
the ex-Queen has called upon this Govern- 
ment for protection, which was accorded to 
her. Owing to your attitude the Govern- 
ment has been compelled by public appre- 
hension to largely increase its military 
force at great expense, its officers have been 
placed and still continue in a condition of 
defense and preparation of siege, and the 
community has been put Intoa state of mind 
bordering on terrorism. 

This Government has most earnestly 
sought from you and through our represen- 
tative at Washington from your Government 
some assurance that force would not be used 
and has failedtoobptainit. Your action has 
unfortunately aroused the passions of ali 
parties and made it probable that disturb- 
ances may be created at any moment. lam 
informed by military authorities, that while 
the force at your command is sufficient to 
destroy this city, it is sinsuffiicient to any 
generalirising and conflict of armed forces 
and insurrections or to prevent the loss of 
life and property. This Government is re- 
luctant to delteve that this condition of 
affairs was contemplated or expected by 
yourself or by the President of the United 
States. 

I have, therefore, toask youto inform me 
without the least delay whether you hoid in- 
structionsto enforce your policy with the 
use of arms in any event. I trust that you 
will be able in reply to give assurances that 
will tend to allay the apprehensions existing 
in this community. 

I have the honor to be, with the highest 
consideration, your excellency’s obedient 
servant, SANFORD B. DOLE, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 


OTHER COMMUNICATIONS, 

The remainder of tbe correspondence con- 
sists of communications between Minister 
Willis and President Dole arising out of the 
statements made in the latter’s letter as 


given above. Under date of Dec. 27, Willis 
submits that as these statements reflect upon 
the President ofthe United States and his 
diplomatic agent, they should, ‘‘in view of 
their gravity, be set forth with more par- 
ticularity a certainty.’’ 
important statement in the 
letter is cited and specifications are asked, 
the letter closing with the opinion that Mr. 
Dole upon re-examination, will not feel at 
liberty to amx his signature to such an ex- 
traordinary declaration. Dec. 29, President 
Dole replied that it was not necessary to 
further go into the matter as the President’s 
message to Congress satisfactorily an- 
swered the question as to the 
future action of the administration. 
Then follows a letter of Mr. Willis 
suggesting the withdrawal from the Govern- 
ment records of all this correspondence to 
which Mr. Dole politely declined assent, 
Then follows the last inclosure which is a 
letter dated Jan. 1, from Minister Willis to 
President Dole, renewed the request for 
specifications as tothe allegations made by 
President Dole in order that he (Willis) may 
answer them as he is fully prepared to show 
that they are not warranted by the facts. 
Here this letter expresses regret at the 
Dole cOmmunication, as it brings for the 
first time Official information that the war- 
like preparations described by you (Dole) 
were caused by and intended for the diplo- 
matic and military representatives of the 
United States.“ 


PARTY LINES DRAWN. 


How the Willis-Dole Correspondence Was 
Received in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—After the reading of 
the Hawalian message of transmission, at the 
request of Mr. Hitt the Dole letter was read. 
It elicited Republican applause at 
several points. Afterward, at the request 
of Mr. McCreary, Mr. Willis’ reply was 
read and in turn received the approving 
plaudits of the Democrats. The subsequent 
correspondence evoked alternate applause 
on one side or the other, the Republicans 
signifying their approval of President Dole’s 
letter andthe Democrats of Mr. Willis’ com- 
munication. The party lines seemed Strictly

Two suits for $50,000 due on a note were 
issued to-day against John Whittaker and 
Michael Meknnis, former partners in the 
pork packing business.

INSTRUCTED TO ACQUIT. 


Judge Edmunds Interrupts the Horchitz 
Alleged Embezzlement Case. 


Louis Horchitz, who has been on trial for 
three days in the Criminal Court on a charge 
of embezzlement, was discharged to-day. 
Horebitz, who is now conducting a merchah- 
dising store at Louisiana, Mo., was formerly 
an agent for D. Appleton & Co., a New 
York publishing house. Appleton & Co. 
charged Horchitz with embezzling $261, Dut 
failed to substantiate the charges. The 
money was retained by Horcbitg as com- 
missions on sales and collections. The evi- 
dence showed that there was a controversy 
between Horchitz and his employers as to 
whether he was entitled to the commissions 
or not.

The Pope Expresses Great Satisfaction 
With His Work in the United States 
and He Will, No Doubt, Be Zlevated 
to the Cardinalate Zre Long—Catholi- 
cism in America. 


RoME, Jan. 20.—A correspondent has had 
an interview with Bishop Spalding of Peoria, 
Iul., who recently arrived here, and who has 
had an interview withthe Pope. Speaking 
in regard tothe reports again circulated in 
the Rome newspapers that Mgr. Satolli would 
shortly be recalled from the United States, 
Bishop Spalding repeated thag he had heard 
absolutely nothing eitheratthe Vatican or 
elsewhere to give the slightest color to these 
reports. 

That Mgr. Satolli will not remain per- 
manently in the United states, continped 
the Bishop, is certain, as is also his eleva- 
tion to the cardinalate ere long, but it is 
well known that the Pope’ has expressed his 
satisfaction with the manner in which Mgr. 
Satolli has acquitted himself of the mission 
intrusted to him, and I have no reason to 
suppose that his holiness has any desire to 
recall him at short notice.“ 

Do you think, asked the correspondent, 
that the institution of an apostolic delega- 
tion has been advantageousto the interests 
of the Catholic religion in the United 
States?’’ 

My impression is that the majority of 
North American Catholics have not regarded 
the presence of an apostolic delegation 
favorably, and do not, moreover, believe 
that the interests of the Catbolic Church will 
in any sense be advanced thereby.

India 
is to resume the unlimited coinage of silver, 
The price of silver is to be Mixed by the coun- 
tries mentioned at (d per ounce above the 
India rupee price, and is to be altered only at 
the beginning ofeach year. If the average 
London price of silver fall at any time 10 per 
cent below the convention price, the mem- 
bers of the union areto have the option to 
withdraw and dissolve the union.

EX-GOV. GILPIN DEAD. 


Was Well Known Here and Married te a 
St. Louis Belle. 


DENVER, Colo., Jan. 20.—Ex-Gov. Gilpin, 
the first Governor of the Territory of Col- 
orado, died this morning. 

He was appointod Governor by President 
Lincoln March 22, 1861, and was at that time a 
resident of St. Louis. 


The telegram is in error in the latter state- 
ment. At the time of his appointment 
Gov. Glipin was a resident of Philadelphia, 
his native city. Gov. Gilpin had been a 
familiar figuge in St. Louis society, as he was 
a particularly intimate friend of Gen, Harney 
and the late United States Senator Lewis V. 
Bogy. He visited very frequently at their 


houses, andthe result of his pleasure trips 
was his marriage in 1874 to the widow of Col. 
John H. Dickerson of the United States 
Army. Mrs. Dickerson was a Miss Julia 
Pratte,a beautifuljand accomplished woman, 
noted for her magnificent voice. The 
marriage took place at the home of 
the bride's uncle, Senator Bogy. As Mrs. 
Gilpin was related to the Chouteaus on her 
father’s side and the Chenies through her 
mother, Gov. Gilpin obtained an entree into 
the most exclusive circle of local society. 
Four children were the result of the union, 
Several years ago there was a misunder- 
standing between Gov. Gllpin and his wife 
that was amicably arranged before their 
differences were aired in court. 

Ex-Gov. Gilpin was nearly 80 years of age. 
He is intimately connected with the upbulid- 
ing of the Commonwealth of Colo- 
rado, He went out there when 
it was full of Indians and Buffalo; and wisely 
let its mineral resources speak for them- 
selves, devoting his time to bringing its agr- 
cultural resourcesand climate advantages 
before the world. He wrote an erudite work 
on these lines, 

It was Gov. Gilpin’s personal influence 
with Senator Bogy that gained for Colorado 
the one Democratic vote necessary to raise it 
to Statehood. Colorado was Republican and 
the Democrats feared its vote in the presi- 
dential election. The first presidential bal- 
lot of the State was cast for Hayes against 
Tilden,

Subsisted on Raw Flesh. Eggs and Roots 
for Eighty Days. 

SAN Fnaxcisco, Cal., Jan. 20.—A story of the 
adventures of castaways who were on an 
island for eighty days, comes from Auckland: 
The bark Spirit Dawn, bound from Chill to 
Rangoon, was wrecked at Antipodes Island 
Sept.4. The officers and crew, except the 
captaln and four men, reached the island 
safely. The men, who were scantily attired, 


were much exhausted. They secured their 
boat as best they could, but during the night 
it broke away. They constructed a rude tut 
and here they remained for eighty days until 
rescued by the Hinamoa, subsisting during 
that time on raw mutton, Dirds, penguin 
eggsandroots. They had no matches to 
light a fire. 

Although a Government depot containing 
provisions, clothing, etc., was only three 
miles from the spot where they landed, they 
did not think of searching the Island and re- 
mained tn ignorance of its existence, Curil- 
ously enough, too, although there are many 
goats, sheep and cattle on the island, which 
is only 8,000 acres in extent, nothing was 
known of this by the castaways. 

Notwitstanding their hardships the casta- 
ways, eleven in number, enjoyed excellent 
health, with the exception of a Rangoon 
native boy. During the time they were on 
the island they saw four passing vessels, but 
were unable to attract their attention. The 
Hinamoo noticed thelr signale and a boat 
was sent ashore. The castaways were in a 
piteous plight standing on the rocks, some 
with pieces of raw penguin flesh in their 
hands, which they were eating.
